Trustee Osmond said the mandate 
should come from the people and 
proposed that opinion of property 
owners be obtained. 

Mayor Cunningham then asked 
the Antioch News to announce that 
cards or letters be written to the 
Board care of the Village Clerk 
stating the position of property own- 
ers. 

"You will find that those who 
favor it will not write," commented 
Atty. Jacobs. 

Mayor Cunningham had proposed 
the zoning plan in the belief that 
the Village, already far behind 
other villages, would want to come 
up to date. As it Is a factory or any 
kind of business legally can be 
established along side the finest 
residence,

Ninety years of Antioch history 
has been seen through the clear, 
twinkling blue eyes of a cheerful 
little lady who this past week cele- 
brated her 90th birthday. Mrs. 
Murry Horton, one of Antioch's 
eldest and highly esteemed citizens, 
was honored last Sunday at an 
open house at the home of her 
grandson, Robert Horton, W. North 
Ave., Antioch. Co-hosting the occa- 
sion with Mr. and Mrs. Robert Hor- 
ton were her other grandchildren, 
Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Hauser, Mr. and 
Mrs. Leo Keislcr and Mr. and Mrs. 
Ray Horton, all of Antioch. 

I found "Aunt Lyd," as she is 
widely and affectionately known, 
lovely in a dress of mauve taffeta 
and a corsage of white carnations 
and pink . rosebuds, seated in her 
favorite rocking chair graciously re- 
ceiving felicitations from a large 
throng of relatives and friends. As 
Lydia Proctor, third of six children, 
she was born in a one room log 
cabin just a mile west of her 554 
Parkway address where she lives 
with her son, Earl. As a resident 
of Antioch or its close vicinity all 
her years, Aunt Lyd has seen this 
Lake County community grow from 
a meandering dirt wagon road 
flanked by a few stores and a scant 
dozen houses to the bustling mod- 
ern hub of businesses serving a 
wide and ever growing area of 



homes, as it is today. In the days 
when according to the old maps, 
Scquoit creek was referred to as 
either Gage7" Illinois, or Squaw 
creek, Cyrus and Eunice Proctor 
took up farming on 80 acres adjacent 
to the juncture of the old State Line 
and Trevor" roads. 

Lived in Log Cabin 

"There was a little log cabin which 
the Indians had lived in," says Aunt 
Lyd, "and of the 80 acres there were 
but maybe 10 or 15 under cultiva- 
tion. The rest was thickly timbered 
with oak and hickory .with hazel- 
brush and sumac so dense there 
was but one path through it. Maybe 
you don't think that wasn't work, 
clearing the new land with only a 
team of oxen and -a hand plow. 
Rattlesnakes, too, lots of them; ono 
or more were killed every few weeks 
for a number of years, especially 
down in the slough lands nearby." 

In sharp contrast to today's con- 
venient can opener; prepared mixes 
and frozen foods';; the' problem of 
daily eating was in those early days 
.a four-season • struggle with the 
land and the elements. "Father al- 
ways raised his own corn and wheat 
and rye, and took it to Wilmot to 
have it ground -at. the mill there. 
Home made wheat bread, johnny- 
cake, and rye bread, and always

A magazine published by one of the farm equip* 
ment companies points out that "human safety is 
not for sale." Years ago, the article continues, the 
various companies . . ."took the stand that if a company 
invented or developed a safety feature, it should— 
by every measure of decency — be available to all. . . . 
This is why farm 'equipment companies do not con- 
done the advertising of safety features on equipment. 
You may read occasionally that a certain device make-* 
the equipment safer.' This is in good taste, simply 
as a part of safely education, but ail reputable farm 
equipment personnel accepts 'the gentlemen's code' 
which holds that safety features are not to be used 
for 'selling advantage'." 

In all other respects this industry is an extremely 
competitive one. Every company attempts to offer 
machines which are superior to those of competitive 
companies and to persuade potential buyers of their 
advantages. This means that the farmer gets the best 
equipment at the lowest price possible under today's 
economic conditions. But when it comes to safety, 
ideas and innovations are pooled — and the buyer of 
each and every brand gets a piece of equipment 
which is as basically safe as the designers and en- 
gineers can devise. 

However, safety features can't prevent accidents 
if the equipment isn't properly used and the safety 
rules aren't followed. The factories can't stop far* 
mors from making mechanical alterations which cre- 
ate hazards, or from allowing children to run the ma- 
chine, or from aperaling them at night on public roads 
without adequate lights, or from other such accident- 
inviting practices. So, in the final analysis, safety is 
up to the user. 

* * * 

Economic Highlights 

The schools arc in session again throughout the 
country. This in itself may give special interest to 
a talk which Samuel B. Pettengill, a former Con- 
gressman and a Well-known writer on public affairs, 
made some time ;igo before the Cum Laude Society 
of the Vermont' Academy. 

Mr. PcUetigili-'s theme is that the essence of 
life is struggle. He takes a dim view of that com- 
monly-held attitude which causes parents to try to 
make life easier! -for their off-spring than it was for 
them. And he takes the dimmest possible view of 
what is generally known as the welfare state, with 
all the expensive, buffers it attempts to place between 
people and adversity. He says: "In recent years, soci- 
ety has gone 'nuts' on the pusillanimous cult of 'se- 
curity', guaranteed;' by the government; in short, a 
nation of parasites. The illusion of the age is that 
people can vote themselves rich. It is a supersti- 
tion that 'social security' depends on the promises of 
politicians, not on the character, competence and 
courage of men, .11 is a fable and a fraud that the 
out-put of society, can be greater than the in-put of 
individuals." , 

Going on from this, Mr. Pettengill feels it is 



woefully wrong when, for example, lnbor unions say, 
in effect, to their members, "Take it easy. Do no 
more than enough to stay on the payroll." And he 
Is deeply concerned over the fact that young people, 
in applying for their first jobs, often ask such ques- 
tions as these: "When will I begin to draw a pension? 
How many coffee breaks in a day? How many paid 
holidays?^ If I work more than 40 hours ... do I get 
time-and-a-half?" 

Mr. Pettengill cites the point of view of a num- 
ber of distinguished men who exalted struggle above 
almost everything else. One is Emmanuel Lnsker, 
for many years world champion at the most difficult 
of all games, chess. Lasker, who had shown bril- 
liance as a mathematician and philosopher, was asked 
why he had gi%-en so much of his life to this game. 
He answered: "The chessboard is a symbol of life— - 
of all life. The essence of life is struggle. Take 
struggle out of chess, or out of life, and what is left? 
In chess I have found happiness." Mr. Pettengill's own 
advice to parents follows from this: "Don't take 
struggle out of your children's lives." 

A famous American is also quoted — President 
Theodore Roosevelt. His philosophy was described 
in these words: "I wish to preach' not the doctrine 
of ignoble ease, but the doctrine of the strenuous 
life." And his wish for himself was: "Let me wear 
out, not rust out," His appeal was always to the 
strong side of men— never to the soft and the weak. 

To quote Mr. Pettengill once more: "Avoid strug- 
gle and life becomes sterile, vapid and meaningless. 
Our mental hospitals arc being filled with thousands 
of neurotics, many of whom feel inadequate to meet 
life because they were protected from taking the 
bumps in childhood." He ends his talk with a verse 
from a poem of the frontier: 

"I dream no dreams of a nursemaid state 

"That spoons me out my food. 

'"No, the stout heart sings in its strife with fate, 

"For the toil and the sweat are good." 
* * * 
Economy for the Other Fellow 

During the last session of Congress, Senators 
and Representatives from all parts of the country 
reported an unusually large amount of mail in which 
stringent government economy was urged and de- 
manded. There was a real "grass-roots" movement 
in favor of reduced appropriations. And that pros- 
sure produced some results. According to a News- 
week tabulation, new appropriations were $6,200,000,- 
000 below the President's proposed budget. 

However, there is another side to this coin. It 
is described in a brief article in U. S. News St World 
Report, which says. "Washington is beginning to hear 
from people back home who are hurt by cutbacks in 
government spending." Individuals and organizations 
are vigorously protesting economy moves that affect 
their interests — though, no doubt, they endorse econ- 
omy as a general and abstract principle with equal 
vigor. 

Ironically, a large share of the complaints has 
come from local chambers of commerce. That in- 
cludes the chambers in large cities and small. And 
these chambers are always among the first to demand 
government economy — again as a general and ab- 
stract principle. But it's something else again when 
it is felt in their communities. 

, In other words, a good many of the groups and 
people who preach economy want lo limit it to the 
other fellow's interests. The last thing they want is 
economy that touches their pocketbooks. This atti- 
tude deserves the description "disgraceful". It ex- 
plains why so much waste and avoidable spending 
still goes on. Long ago, it was said that a people 
get the kind of government they deserve. That is 
100 pvr cent true.

Much Early History.... 

(continued from page 1) 
buckwheat . pancakes for winter 
breakfast. Mother started her own 
yeast from hops and corn-meal, and 
used it through the winter, saving 
some yeast dough from one batch 
for the next. We always had a fine 
garden each summer, raised cab- 
bage and onions, turnips, beets, po- 
tatoes, all kinds of vegetables, stor- 
ing them down in the cellar along 
with the molasses, and the lard and 
pork brining in barrels, from the 
pigs Father butchered each fall." 
Made Own Soap 

"Wc made our own soap, too. All 
grease drippings were carefully 
saved, and every bit of ashes from 
the wood stove too, stored through 
the winter in a couple of barrels. 
Then in the spring, we young ones 
were given the task of tending the 
leeching of the ashes, when water 
was poured slowly over them to 
wash down the lye that was used to 
make soap, a job that usually took 
a week or so and most generally 
wasn't tended as lively as it should 
have been, kids being as they arc," 
Aunt: Lyd smiled. 

"My Father raised sheep, also. 
He would shear them and take the 
wool to the woolen mill up near 
what is now Fox River Park to be 
cleaned and carded. Mother then 
spun it on her wheel at home, run-, 
ning it through her reel and spindle, 
and either made it into garments or 
took the skeins to have stockings 
made at $1.00 a pair. They were 
thick and warm and came up to the 
knee, and wore like iron. Some- 
times she dyed the wool, always 
using indigo, and the shade of blue 
depended on how tightly the yarn 
was twisted when, dipped in the 
dye." 

Lydia Proctor at the age of six 
attended school in the one room 
frame school house in town, located 
on the same corner as the present 
modern structure. She recalls it 
had plank seats, and a pot-bellied 
stove set at the back with a six-inch 
stove pipe that ran like a monstrous 
serpent the entire length of the 
room and out the wall above the 
teacher's rostrum. It is one of her 
favorite recollections that once or 
twice a winter that pipe would 
choke up with soot, wood being the 
fuel generally used, and then the 
school board of directors would have 
to hire some man to remove the 
heavy pipe from its wire fasteners at 
the ceiling and carry it outside and 
clean the thing out. "My, that was 
the sorriest looking mess you ever 
saw," remarked Aunt Lyd. "That 
black stuff had to be cleaned up 
from all over the school yard. Of

course school had to be dismissed 
for the day when the stove pipe 
was cleaned but wc children didn't 
object too much to that." 

Water From Town Pump 
She recalls also that the school 
children obtained their drinking 
water from the old town pump 
which, with its wooden horse trough, 
stood in the center of the intersec- 
tion of Main and Depot streets in 
front of the school house. "In some 
hot spells of weather the pump went 
dry and then wc had to go to the 
neighbors' houses for our water," 
says Aunt Lyd. The men worked 
full days for a dollar to $1.23 a day, 
and eggs sold for seven cents the 
dozen, with butter at a price scarce- 
ly worth the effort to churn it. She 
remembers the old wooden bridge 
across Scquoit Creek before its 
scarred, splintery planks were re- 
placed with a wider one of con- 
crete and stone. Upon being asked 
what in her estimation represented 



one of the biggest improvements in, 
the town during the years, Aunt 
Lyd promptly responded, "When 
they put the sidewalks in, that 
surely did help a lot! Why, along 
the hitching rails where the horses 
stood and stomped away the flies 
there'd always be great mires of 
cither dust or mud, just terrible 
conditions. Of course then with the 
board sidewalks, there was the silly 
narrow step or two at the corner 
ends, and many a bad tumble was 
taken on a dark night when-you 
couldn't see the step there, until 
they put up a few kerosene street 
lamps." 

Railroad Brought Visitors 
Lydia Proctor was married to 
Murry Horton in 1884, and it was 
shortly thereafter that the railroad, 
then known as the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, was built through Antioch. With 
its coming, the quiet little town of 
less than 800 developed swiftly, not 
only because of its rich fertile lands

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well suited to agriculture, but also 
because of its close proximity to a 
wonderland of lovely lakes, From 
May to October it was as now, the 
center of a flourishing summer re- 
sort business. Many people of re- 
finement and wealth had cottages 
where the Indians once camped.

radical change in the pace of- Anti-

LEGAL NOTICE 



AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AN 
ORDINANCE OF THE VILLAGE 
OF ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS, ENTIT- 
LED "AN ORDINANCE CONCERN- 
ING DOGS" AS AMENDED. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS: 

S E C TI O N 1 : DANGEROUS 
DOGS. No vicious, dangerous, fe- 
rocious dog or dog sick with or 
liable to communicate hydrophobia 
or other contagious or infectious 
disease shall be permitted to run 
at large in the Village. 

SECTION 2: RUNNING AT 
LARGE. No dog shall be permit- 
ted to run at large in the Village 
at any time. It shall be the duty 
of every registered owner of every 
dog to keep said dog safely and se- 
curely muzzled if and when it is 
taken on leash into any public 
place. 

SECTION 3: DISTURBING 
PEACE. No person owning any dog 
shall suffer or permit such dog to 
disturb the peace and quiet of the 
neighborhood by barking, making 
other loud or unusual noises, or by 
running through or across cultivated 
gardens, lawns, yards, or fields. 

SECTION 4: NUISANCES. Any 
dog found in the Village either 
without a license or running at 
large under conditions set forth 
above is hereby declared a nuisance 
• ^ and shall be impounded as herein* 
\ after provided, 

SECTION 5: IMPOUNDING. It 
shall be the duty of the Chief of 
Police or other police officer to 
capture and impound in a pound 
to be furnished by the Village, each 
and every dog found at large with- 
out a license or muzzle as is in this 
Ordinance provided .The owner and 
owners of any dogs impounded here- 
under may redeem the same by pay- 
ing all the costs, charges and penal- 
ties assessed, if any, that have ac- 
crued up to the time of making the 
redemption, and when the same are 
paid to the Village Collector it shall 
be the duty of the Chief of Police 
or other officer to release the dog 
from said pound and deliver him 
to the owner thereof. 

Immediately after impounding any 
dog hereunder, it shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police or other police 
officer to enter upon the records of 
the Pound in a book to be kept for 
such purpose the date of impound- 
ing, a description of the dog he im- 
pounded and a record as to whether 
or not such dog has been licensed 
and tagged as required by Ordin- 
ance, 

Public notice of the impounding of 
such dog shall be given by posting 
the description of such dog and dale 
of impounding at the pound on the 
bulletin board in the Village Hall. 
Any such dog not redeemed by the 
owner thereof within five days after 
the posting of such notice shall be 
and he is hereby declared to be a 



public nuisance. The Chief of Po- 
lice or other police officer shall 
immediately thereafter kill or des- 
troy such dog. 

It shall be the duty of the Chief 
of Police or other police officer to 
cause notice to be served by mail 
upon the registered owner of any 
licensed dog impounded under the 
provisions of this Ordinance, such 
notice to be mailed at least two 
days prior to the posting of the no- 
tice of impounding hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

SECTION 6: DOG BITES: When- 
ever any dog bites a person, the 
owner of the said dog shall im- 
mediately notify the Chief of Po- 
lice who shall order the dog held 
on the owner's premises or shall 
have it impounded for a period of 
two weeks. The dog shall be ex- 
amined immediately after it has 
bitten anyone and again at the end 
of the two week period. If at the 
end of two weeks a veterinarian is 
convinced that the dog is then free 
from rabies the dog shall be re- 
leased from quarantine or from the 
pound as the case may be. If the 
dog dies in the meanwhile its head 
shall be sent to the State Depart- 
ment of Health for examination for 
rabies. 

SECTION 7: INOCULATION FOR 
RABIES. It shall be the duty of 
the owner of each dog required to 
be licensed hereunder to have said 
dog inoculated against rabies at 
least once each year, and no license 
check or tag for a dog shall be 
issued hereunder unless there is 
submitted to and filed with the Vil- 
lage Collector evidence, as specified 
herein, of such inoculation within 
twelve months prior to the date of 
the making of application for such 
license check or tag. No dog more 
than two months old shall be per- 
mitted to be within the corporate 
limits of the Village at any time 
without having been inoculated 
against rabies within twelve months 
prior thereto. The meaning of '"in- 
oculation against rabies" as used 
herein shall be the same as that set 
forth in the definition in "An Act 
in relation to the control and pre- 
vention of rabies and to repeal an 
Act therein named," approved July 
6, 1953 (Illinois Revised Statutes 
1953 Chap. 8, Sections 23c to 23x). 
Each inoculation required hereunder 
shall be administered by the Rabies 
Inspector appointed pursuant to the 
aforesaid Act, or by his deputy, or 
by any licensed veterinarian. Evi- 
dence of such inoculation shall con- 
sist of a certificate signed by the 
person administering the vaccine. 
There shall be obtained for each 
dog so inoculated and worn by such 
dog at all times the tag provided 
for and as specified under section 
6 of the aforesaid Act (Illinois Re- 
vised Statutes 1953, Chap. 8, Sec- 
tion 23j; and as, if and when any 
dog is found in the Village without 
wearing such last mentioned tag, it 
shall constitute prima facie evidence 
that such dog has not been inocu- 
lated as required hereunder. Any 
dog found in the Village which has 
not been inoculated as required 
hereunder shall be deemed and held 
to be a nuisance, and shall be im- 
pounded and disposed of in the same 
manner as is provided in this Or- 
dinance for the impounding and dis- 
posal of a dog as a nuisance for 
any other cause. 

SECTION 8: FEES FOR IM- 
POUNDING AND KEEPING. A 
dog impounded under this Ordin- 
ance may be redeemed by the owner 
upon paying the reasonable cost of 
board and care of such dog for the 
time during which same may be im- 
pounded, plus the license fee pay- 
able for said dog if any is then due 
and unpaid hereunder, plus the cost 
of the inoculation of said dog and 
in addition the sum of $1.00 shall 
be paid into the Village treasury as 
reimbursement toward the cost of 
the Village of impoundment aside 



from board and care; and provided 
further that no dog shall be re- 
leased if required to be confined, 
treated or disposed of under this 
Ordinance unless and until, it may 
be released pursuant to the pro- 
visions hereof. 



SECTION 9: PENALTY. Any 
person violating any provision of 
this Ordinance shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $200.00 for each offense. 

SECTION 10. All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.
